THE CONGRES. 
AN international copyright conference was 
held at Berne in September on the invitation of 
the Swiss Government. The envoy of the 
United States attended as a delegate, but re- 
frained from committing this Government to thx 
results, even by signing the recommendatory 
protocol adopted. The interesting and impor- 
tant subject of international copyright has been 
before you for several years. Action is certainly 
desirable to effect the object in view. And 
while there may be question as to the relative 
advantage of treating it by legislation or by spe- 
cific treaty, the matured views of the Berne con- 
ference cannot fail to aid your consideration of 
the subject. 

Ir is a source of considerable and not unnatu 
ral discontent that no adequate provision has yet 
been made for accommodating the principa 
library of the Government. Of the vast collec- 
tion of books and pamphlets gathered at the 
Capitol, numbering some seven hundred tho 
sand, exclusive of manuscripts, maps, and the 
products of the graphic arts, also of great vo 
ume and value, only about three hundred thoi 
sand volumes, or less than half the collection 
are provided with shelf room. The others

Eighty years ago Presiglent Jefferson, then 
in the fullest tide of his authority as a patty 
chief, told Congress that to complete the circle 
of Democratic policy a national university was a 
necessity, and should at once be created. In 
this he followed the recommendations of his 


predecessors, Washington and Adams, the for- | 


mer of whom ten years before declared tha: the 
desirableness of a national university had so 
constantly increased with every new view he had 
taken of the subject that he could not omit the 
opportunity of recalling ‘he attention of Con- 
gress to its importance. Mr. Madison, in 1810, 
renewed the recommendation, with the declara- 
tion that such an institution would contribute 
uot less to strengthen the foundations than to 
a ee the structure of our free and happy system 
of government, and that it would be universal in 
its beneficial effects. 

‘ Thjs national institution which Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson, and Madison thought so 
necessary has never been established ; and in 
these later years the idea of a national university 
constitutes no part of the plans of statesmen, 
and seems to have been lost sight of by the peo- 
ple. Inthe mean time scientific bureaus have 
grown up one by one under the Government, 
with observatories, laboratories, museums, and 
libraries, until the whole range of physical sci- 
ence is represented by national institutions estab- 
lished by the Government for the purpose of 
prosecuting researches embracing astronomy, 
meteorology, geography of land and sea, geolo- 
gy, chemistry, statistics, mechanical inventions, 
etc. If the various commissions, bureaus, and 
livisions of the Executive Departments at 
Washington which have 
prosecution of scientific research could be com- 
bined as integral parts of one scientific institu- 
tion, such an institution would be of greater 
proportions and more comprehensive than any 
other in the world ; and should a university be 
erected thereon with a superstructure commen- 
Surate with the foundation, it would be without a 
rival in any country.

A NEGLECTED COPYRIGHT POINT. 


From the N. Y. mimercial Advertiser. 


WHILE our fiction is rapidly gaining recogni- 
tion abroad for its virility, its literary quality and 
its amazing variety, English fiction is steadily 
sinking to a lower level of commonplace dulness 
and mechanical The great novel- 
ists of England are dead, and the average of the 
living is very low. As Black, and Hardy, and 
one or two others grow older, no younger writ- 
ers arise to take their places. Instead, we have 
Manville Fenn grinding out sensational romance 
at the rate of a novel a month; a host of cheap 
imitators of Fargus, whose ‘Called Back’”’ 
would never have been taken as a model in any 
but an age of literary decay, and a still greater 
host of writers, whose ditch-water dulness for- 
bids the republication of their works in this 
country, even in the absence of international 
copyright. 

The time has thus come when American writ- 
ers and not English are the most in- 
jured in their purses by the lack of interna- 
tional copyright. We are now the country from 
which the supply of high-class fiction comes, and 
the loss of copyright upon English reprints falls 
heavily upon our writers, the more so because 
English publishers have never been and are not 
now either so generous or so justin recognizing 
the moral claims to compensation of American 
authors, whose works they reprint, as American 
publishers have been in their dealings with Eng- 
lish writers. It is the American author who is 
now the victim, and Congress should be made 
to understand the fact.

Hints TO BooKMAKERS.—It often happens 
that, having a paper of a certain size and quality 
with a known weight per ream, one wants to 
know what will be the weight of a ream of the 
same kind of paper in another size. The follow- 
ing rule will show the means of ascertaining this: 
Multiply the weight of the paper you have by 
the size (in square inches) of a sheet of the first- 
named paper. For instance, we have 14x 17-- 
14%, and wish to know the weight of I9 x 24 the 
same quality ; we multiply 14, the weight, by 
456, the number of inches in 19 x 24, and divide 
by 238, the number of inches in 14 x 17—Viz., 
14 x 450 26.8, the weight of the 
paper wanted.
